Celebrates 

75th Year 


Tomorrow (Friday) actual¬ 
ly marks the 75th anniversary 
of the founding of the Sierra 
Madre News, Oct. 2, 1906. 

Today, however, the staff 
of the News is inviting the 
community, which includes 
not only Sierra Madre but 
also surrounding towns, to 
stop at 9 Kersting Court for 
cookies and a glass of punch, 
plus a tour of the plant. 

The Sierra Madre News of¬ 
fice is the best of two worlds 
— both hot type facilities 
for absolute perfection and 
cold type computer for 
speed. The latter is also the 
method on which all type for 
the paper is completed. 

The Sierra Madre News 
has changed considerably 
since that first hand press 
before the two-revolution 
cylinder press weighing over 
4000 pounds was installed in 
1909. 

And in 1947, the 52-inch 
Miehle flat bed double revo- 
i lution press was installed by 
Clifford Chester Ward Sr. 
who was publisher and editor 
i from 1944 - 1949. 

That press is no longer 
used although it still domin¬ 
ates the backroom of the 
Sierra Madre News. It has 
been replaced by the speed of 
a web offset. The News staff 
completes the camera-ready 
mechanicals which are de¬ 
livered to a printing company 
for the final work. 

Although the paper was 
founded Oct. 2 on Esperanza, 
the first paper rolled off the 
press Oct. 11, 1906, with R. 
T. Cowles as proprietor. Sub¬ 
scription cost was $1.50 per 
year. That’s when penny post 
cards were also available. 

In 1907 C. W. Hill was 
the new editor, and in 1908 
George Morgridge took over. 

On March 7, 1930, L. R. 
(Larry) Goshorn became 
owner and publisher. The 
Clifford Wards bought the 
paper in 1944 ands had it until 
1949 when Mrs. Ward took 
over. Two years later she sold 
it to Mr. and Mrs. Peter 
Ward. 

On Sept. 1, 1953, Virginia 
and Edgar W. Jenkinson pur¬ 
chased the News from the 
Wards Jr., then Harry 
W. Elwood was editor/pub¬ 
lisher with William F. Thomas 
as associate editor beginning 
1958. The Ed Herigs bought 


the News Jan. 1, 1960. Two 
years later R. Robert Evans 
came to Sierra Madre and he 
sold it to Jannene G. Reed 
in 1980. 

The Willowdale Press was 
published by teenage children 
of the Nathaniel Carters, Ar¬ 
thur and Florence Carter. It 
was a small monthly news¬ 
paper and lasted a year, until 
1879. 

Sierra Madre Vista was real¬ 
ly the first newspaper in Sierra 
Madre, at least it was the 
lineal ancestor of the News. 

It was founded by N. C. 
Carter in 1883 and continued 
at regular intervals until 1888 
when it was taken over by 
Lucius S. House and turned 
out by hand press on S. 
Baldwin Ave., Sierra Madre. 

The Valley Vista began 
publication Dec. 9, 1899, a 
weekly newspaper which 
actually was published in 
Pasadena. 

Other newspapers in Sierra 
Madre were The Clarion in 
the late ’60s and The Sen¬ 
tinel, published in the late 
’70s. 

Thirty-three years ago 
Frances Hawks, who is today 
known as the oldest settler 
in Sierra Madre, said “If 
anyone in Sierra Madre ques¬ 
tions the importance of a 
newspaper to the town, let 
them ask the first settlers. 
They will tell you that it was 
a newspaper that started 
Sierra Madre. 

“You see, it was this way. 
N. C. Carter, who secured 
this townsite from Lucky 
Baldwin, was very anxious 
to have his children, Flor¬ 
ence and Arthur, learn to 
write, and, being a very wise 
man, he knew the best way 
to encourage them to write 
was to put them on a news¬ 
paper. 

“But Sierra Madre had no 
newspaper. Alas! But Mr. 
Carter wasn’t a man to be 
balked by as little thing like 
that. So he proceeded to buy 
a printing plant and start a 
newspaper. 

“In order to put in a print¬ 
ing plant it was necessary 
for him to send for Mr. 
Nelson Hawks, then head of 
the Pacific Type Founders 
on the Coast, and now noted 
as the man who invented the 
point system which has revo-

Teleprompter Urges Cooperation 

Cable Converters Placed 
in Sierra Madre Homes 


With new cable strung 
over 100% of the city of 
Sierra Madre, the placement 
of converters in subscribers’ 
homes constitutes the last 
major portion of completing 
the new cable television sys¬ 
tem, according to Steve Bur¬ 
ley, Teleprompter/Sierra 
Madre general manager. 

“In order to insure our sub¬ 
scribers are transferred over 
to the new system as quick¬ 
ly as possible, we’ll need to 


set up appointments in order 
to place converters in those 
homes,” said Burley. 

In a few days, all Tele¬ 
prompter subscribers in Sierra 
Madre will receive a second 
packet in the mail detailing 
progress on the new system. 
Included in the packet will 
be a postage paid, converter 
installation appointment card 

that the subscriber should fill 
out and mail as soon as pos¬ 
sible. Teleprompter will then 


schedule an appointment time, 
convenient to the subscriber. 
Placement of the converter 
takes only a short amount of 
time. 

“Subscribers can also clip 
out the coupon, page 3, mail it 
back to me and we’ll call that 
person and set up an appoint¬ 
ment. Subscribers can also call 
the office directly at 355-1493, 
and we’ll make that appoint¬ 
ment over the phone,” Burley 
noted.

TradingContest 
Sparks Youths 


Honoring National Fire Pre¬ 
vention Week, area fire de¬ 
partments are sponsoring a 
“Fire Department Trading 
Card Contest” which begins 
Oct. 4 at noon and ends at 
5 p.m. Dec. 31. 

In this uinique contest, the 
cards resemble the baseball 
cards which children and 
youth have collected for 
years. The fire safety card, 
however, has an illustrated 
safety message on one side 
and a quiz with answers on 
the back. 

Locally, Fire Inspector Bill 
Kramer plans to distribute 
trading cards to merchants 
so they will be available to 
participants as the noon fire 
horn blows Oct. 4. They may 
also be picked up from In¬ 
spector Frank Deckard, 
Monrovia Fire Department 
and Monrovia businesses. 

School children and youths 
eligible are those in the fol¬ 
lowing grades: first through 
12th grades. All employees 
and families of the Monrovia 
and Sierra Madre Fire De¬ 
partments are ineligible. 

Four classes divide the 
grades into competition and 
class No. 1 will consist of 


grades one - four. Class No. 
2 is made up of grades five - 
eight. Those in class No. 3 
are persons in grades 9-12. 

Winners of class 1 will be 
fire marshal for a day in 
their towns and class No. 2 
winners will be assistant chief 
for a day. Students achieving 
first place in class No. 3 will 
be chief for a day. 

There are 22 different fire 
trading cards, according to 
Sierra Madre Inspector 
Kramer. To win one must be 
in possession of all 22 cards 
as well as answering 7 out of 
10 questions regarding the in¬ 
formation on the back of the 
card. Winners must also be 
the first in each class to turn 
in cards. 

Kramer explains the rea¬ 
son for the contest: “To 
make the public and kids 
more concerned with fire and 
life safety — to learn not to 
burn.” 

This year’s Fire Prevention 
Week theme is “Community 
Unity for Fire and Life 
Safety,” and those fire de¬ 
partments participating are 
El Monte, Sierra Madre, 
Monrovia and Arcadia. They

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Need for ordinance 
toward fire prevention 


When you read this editorial, you’ll realize 
you’ve read much of the same Information 
before in the News. But It’s something we feel 
is so very important that It should be re¬ 
peated again and again. 

What could be that important? It’s the 
need for all citizens to Install smoke detec¬ 
tors In their homes, whether they are apart¬ 
ments, condominiums or single family resi¬ 
dences. 

During this Fire Prevention Week we need to 
rethink what we are doing to protect our 
families, ourselves and our friends. 

Monrovia City Council adopted Ordinance 
No. 77-12 requiring smoke detectors in resi¬ 
dences and spark arrestors to be Installed In 
all fireplace chimneys four years ago. The 
date of adoption was July 5, 1977, appropl- 
ately the day after Independence Day when 
celebrants have Just viewed fireworks. 

No specific statistics are available to re¬ 
port whether the ordinance actually lowered 
the fire rate, says Monrovia Assistant Fire 
Chief Mark Foote, but he reports that there has 
never been a fatality in Monrovia where de¬ 
tectors were Installed. 

“There’s no question It’s a good ordi¬ 
nance,” he said recently. 

Landlords are obligated to Install spark 
arrestors and detectors when they change 
tenants. However it’s most difficult to keep 
track of single family dwellings unless there’s 
a new home, he says. He also states that 
the fire department gets good cooperation from 
escrow and real estate people in reporting 
new structures. 

The fire prevention bureau enforces the 
ordinance with an Inspection team in multiple 
use dwellings, Foote states. For new construc¬ 
tions there is no final inspection signed off 
unless they contain smoke detectors. 

The program In cooperation with the fire 
department has been spearheaded by Klwanis 
and Rotary Clubs in Monrovia who have bought 
400 units to be placed in the homes of 
elderly and handicapped persons. 

Senior citizens fill out the application if 
they are at least 62 years of age and have a 
maximum income designated by the com¬ 
munity department. Handicapped persons 
must be 50 years of age. 

Foote reports that the detectors are be¬ 
tween $15 and $25 per unit, and he prefers 
battery-operated units because they run inde¬ 
pendently even if electricity is cut off. 

The most important thing you can do this 
week is to go out and buy smoke detectors and 
spark arrestors for your home, whether you 
live in a single dwelling or an apartment or 
condominium. It might save your life. Then urge 
your city council to pass an ordinance re¬ 
quiring the installation of detectors in other's 
homes.
